Fulbright left no doubt he 
wanted Rogers and the State 
Department to stand up to Laird 
and (he Pentagon on anything 
touching foreign policy.

The deadline will fall Tues­ 
day, April 15, for persons re- 
; quired to file individual returns 
with the city income tax or­ 
ifice, D. G. Wilkinson, tax com­ 
missioner, reminded today.

Causes Fo r Unrest 


WASHINGTON — Diso rders o n the campu.s 
which have o ften led to vio lence o r unlawful 
seizures o f co llege pro pi^y are no t readily ex ­ 


plained 
University presidents are reluctant to denend 
m erely o n harsh m easures because the truth Is 
many o f the supervising autho rities have a 
sense o f frustratio n — they do n’t really kno w 
the cause o f the unrest. 


Two underlying facto rs m ay be respo nsible 
fo r so m e o f the o iitbur.sts as well as the mo b 
instinct that in the ex citem ent o f thp mo ment 
pro mpts students to do things which they pi-o ba- 
bly never deliberately co ntemplated. 


One is the uncertainty o ver the o ccupatio n o?' 
pro fessio n into which they m ay be trying to fit 
them selves and the o ther is the wo rry o ver 
what lies ahead because o f the po ssibilitv (hey 
will be drafted ir>to the military service befo re 
starting their civilian careers. 


MANY EXPERTS WHO ANAI.YZE aptitudes 
say that co llege students aix» no t being given 
thè kind lif tests that o ught to be required be­ 
fo re they select their co urses o f studv. So me 
yo ung perso ns are sure just what type o f jo h 
they wish to get after graduatio n but a large 
number are no t. 
The regular lectures and classro o m studv to 
which they are a.ssigned beco me a bo re. So o ner 
o r later dissatisfactio n with the who le pro cess 
cro ps o ut in the behavio r o f students. 


Many bo ys in the co lleges to day say they 
do n’t want to go into business. Often they are 
no t familiar with the o ppo rtunities they wo uld 
have in different catego ries o f business activitv. 
So m etim es Ithey do no t want to fo llo w in their 
father's fo o tsteps in the medical o r legal pro fes­ 
sio ns o r in the field o f engineering o r scientific 
research. 


But tho se who are sure o f what they wo uld 
like to do are happier and the particular studie.s 
which they have selected are mo st interesting 
to them. 
The tundamenta! questio n is whether co llege 
students to day are satisfied with the ro utine to 
which they are bo und. Educatio nal institutio ns 
in so m e instances have varied their metho ds o f 
teaching as co mpared with tho se o f vestervear 
but frequently the curriculum, while presenting 
cho ices, still m eans a mo no to no us perio d fur 
m any students with alert minds and restless 
dispo sitio ns 


To o o ften, also , parentis dictate to Mieir so n.« 
what they are to do when tliev graduate Tliis is 
an arbitrary decisio n a.s a rule and it is no ? al­ 
ways based (Wi whether the student has an apti­ 
tude fo r the particular career which his father 
may have po ssessed 


THE SPECIALI.STS in the m easurem ent nf 
aptitudes find, fo r instance, that a student wi*h 
a fluency in English, an o biective perso nality 
and a creative imaginatio n will enjo y salesm an­ 
ship and make go o d in such fields as marketing 
and advertising 
Yo ung men who . amo ng n4tter things, excel in 
m athem atics are deem ed ex cellent candidates 
fo r the medical pro fessio n 
since a basic re­ 
quirement is precisio n. 


There are a number o f research labo rato ries 
which specialize o n tests fo r yo ung peo ple to rie 
termine just what aptitudes 
have fo r dtf 
ferent kinds o f wo rk 
Thi« is so mething o n 
which the co lleges might well have co ncen 
trated in the past .so that each individual co uld 
he analyzed carefullv befo re mandato ry co urses 
o f « tudy were assigned 


As fo r the draft, if will co ntinue to hang o ver 
the heads o f the yo uth o f thp natio n 
Manv in 
co llege cho o se to vo lunteer as stKin as thev 
graduate, so they can pick the kind o f service 
they prefer and plan fo r graduate studies to he 
undertaken after they have fini« hed in the mili 
tary field 


There is little do ubt to day that the vast m a­ 
jo rity o f the co llege students are o rderlv and dt. 
no t appro ve o f the practicp« ! o f Wie tro uhle-mak 
ing dissidents. 


But the real la.sk fo r the educato rs i« to studv 
mo re carefullv the reaso ns ^o r the insecuritv 
and unrest o f the m embers o f the unhappy mi- 
no ritv.

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Tho Ihmrd And The Public 


We sym pathize to a degree with m em bers of 
th 0 Hancock County Board of Education who 
have apparently had to endure som e long and 
uncom fortable sessions with visiting delegations 
or individuals with particularly controversial 
cases to argue. 
The board has, at the recom m endation of Dr. 
Vernon W yland. superintendent, adopted a pol­ 
icy recuring a w eek's w ritten notice of any is­ 
sue to be brought before a m eeting of the board. 
One criticism of the “ prodocol"—-as the a d ­ 
m inistration term s it — is that it prevents a 
tax p ay er or parent from “ speaking his niece’’ 
before the representative body be has helped to 
elect 
Ti has been a long established tradition 
in A m erican local governm ent for any citizen 
to voice his com plaints, opinions, recom m enda­ 
tions or com m endations to the governing body. 
However, in fairness to the boards of educa­ 
tion. Councils and township trustees of the dis­ 
trict. they have on occasions had to hear long- 
winded. boring discourses upon sundry trivia 
which should not have w arranted m ore than ta 
seconds of consideration, or have had to bear 
with pressure croups who have subm itted un­ 
founded accusations and sought unnecessary a t­ 
tention for grievances or issues which could 
be m ore efficiently resolved by com m ittee re ­ 
view' and action 
It is unfortunate that the prior notice policy 
had to be adopted af a tim e when a certain 
am ount of criticism is faced, by tihe Hancock 
board, a t a period which if is involved in ne­ 
gotiations with school em ployes. 
Had the board w aited — patiently and with 
fo rb earan ce — until a tim e when the ‘ protocol'" 
could not possibly be construed as an effort to 
“ g ag ” the public or certain groups, it would 
have been m ore understandable and, general­ 
ly acceptable to all. 
T here is a lot of w ork to bp perform ed bv 
any board at its periodic m eetings, and tim e 
should not Ire w asted upon m atters which can 
be resolved in an orderly m atter, through p rop­ 
er procedures of study and action. 


At the sam e tim e. boards of education have 
been able to learn of public attitudes, specific 
problem s and p articu lar issues from visiting 
delegations about which they m ight not other­ 
wise have been informed. 


We think a prior notice policy m ight be help­ 
ful to a board of education. 


Rut we also think that a governing body ought 
not to uto such a procedure deliberately to put 
up a com m unication wall betw een itself and the 
public. And we believe the im age of a board 
of education c a r be best m aintained bv facing 
soiiarelv and honestly anv person 
or group 
which has b u s h e s concerning the schools. 


Actually, the business of any board can best 
bp served bv a sincere but firm use of the 
ch airm an 's pow ers to run a m eeting with effic­ 
ient dispatch, giving all the proper am ount of 
tim e ti* com m unicate an 'd^a without perm it­ 
ting a breakdow n in the progress of flip busi­ 
ness at hand.

R esearch groups at the N ational Institute of 
Allergy and Infectious D iseases at B ethesda, 
Md. and a t Baylor U niversity’s college of m ed­ 
icine at Houston, Tex., report discovery of a 
link betw een the Hong Kong flu and horse in­ 
fluenza 


H um an volunteers becam e ill after they w ere 
given horse influenza virus and horses becam e 


ill when given the Hong Kong flu \ irus. 


The report of the experim ents supports the 
view’ that anim als are a factor in the recurrent 
epidem ics of hum an influenza. It has long been 
know’n that influenza is a disease which afflicts 
pigs, horses and som e birds as well as m an

WASHINGTON — lf will surprise those who 
have been w atching the search and destroy ta c ­ 
tics of the w ar on poverty strateg ists — who’ve 
been in the big city jungles for alm ost five 
y ears — that this nation ac ­ 
tually is spending som e $40 
billion this year to help the 
poor

It has been spending $2 billion an­ 
nually. This is but five per cent of the $40 bil­ 
lion disbursed by federal, state and m unicipal 
agencies, which is supposed to help the ll m il­ 
lion children and 15 million adults who a re the 
poor and the hungry of the land 


They are the poor bv Social Security A dm inis­ 
tration standards, which say that a ru ral fam ily 
of four which has a weekly income of $46 is im ­ 
poverished 
as is its counterpart in the city, 
w here the line rests on $61 weekly. 
B luntly, m uch of the responsibility for the d is­ 
com bobulation. the discoordination. the chaos, 
the failure to get directly to these poor, rests 
squarely on the White House of Lyndon John­ 
son. 


THE CONGRESS set up a watchdog com m it­ 
tee. the Econom ic Opportunity Council, in 1964. 
It was directed to coordinate and counsel 
It 
w as to supervise and direct It was to m esh all 
governm ent agencies which pour billions into 
ru ral arid urban slum s Some of these agencies 
are rarely thought of as antipoverty fighters — 
which is why the Office of Fleonomic O pportuni­ 
ty is being blam ed for it all 


The other agencies include the V eterans Ad­ 
m inistration, Hie Labor Dept. the Health, Edu­ 
cation and W elfare Dept, and the D epartm ent 
of A griculture. 


But the watchdog com m ittee did not w atch. 
Its chairm an. Sargent Shriver. DEO c h id , just 
could not coordinate its rn em tee s — the P resi­ 
d en t’s departm ent heads — m uch less the fan­ 
tastically intricate and innovative official 
w ar 
on - p overty.’’ 
So in lAeoember 1967, the C ongress recast this 
.Section 604 of the original Econom ic O pportuni­ 
ty Act of 1064 It wrote Section 631 And it said 
that 
‘there is established in the Executive Of­ 
fice of the President the Economic Opportunity 
Council, which shall be composed of the direc­ 
tor and the heads ot such federal d epartm ents 
and agencies, such presidential assistants and 
such other officials of the federal government 
as the President nun from time to tim e d ru g - 
nate 


THIS NEW COUNCIL was given the responsi 


bility to assist the President in coordinating the 
federal wrar on poverty. 


This new’ council was never appointed. 


And the G eneral Accounting Office, after a 
15-month. $500,000 probe of the poverty w ar. re­ 
ported “ the counci I has never functioned effec­ 
tively and as recast by the 1067 am endm ents 
has not been established.”

trained, specially aim ed, watohdog over the 
governm ent’s spending of som e $40 billion in 
search of the poor during 1069 This sum will 
rocket in the next few years, just as it has 
since .1961, when it was an unescalated $0 bil­

Tile federal governm ent alone, which spent 
$34 4 billion in fiscal I960 projects the spending 
of $27.2 billion in 1970 The other poverty pre­ 
vention funds com e from the state and cities. In 
addition, the public, through its churches and 
voluntary organizations, spends alxuit $2.4 bil­ 
lion a year. 


T H E R E ’S NO DOUBT that milch of this flood 
of cash is on target — and that som e of it just 
sw irled around the poor.

Causes For Unrest 


WASHINGTON — D isorders on the cam pus 
which have often led to violence or unlaw ful 
.seizures of college property are not readily ex­ 
plained 
U niversity presidents are reluctant to depend 
m erely on harsh m easures because the truth is 
m any of the supervising authorities have a 
sense of frustration — they don’t really know 
the cause of tihe unrest. 


Two underlying factors m ay be responsible 
for som e of the outbursts as well as the mob 
instinct that in the excitem ent of the m oment 
prom pts students to do things which they proba 
blv never deliberately contem plated 


One is the uncertainty over the occupation or 
profession into which they m ay be trying to fit 
them selves and the other is the w orry over 
what lies ahead because of the possibility (hey 
will be drafted into the m ilitary service before 
starting their civilian careers. 


A1 ANY EX PE R T S WHO ANALYZE aptitudes 
say that college students ane not being given 
the kind of tests that ought to he required be­ 
fore they select their courses of study. Some 
young persons are sure just what type of job 
they wish to get after graduation but a large 
num ber are not. 


The regular lectures and classroom study to 
which they are assigned becom e a bore. Sooner 
or later dissatisfaction with the whole process 
crops out in the behavior of students. 


Many boys in the colleges today say they 
don’t want to go into business. Often they are 
not fam iliar with the opportunities they would 
have in different categories of business activity. 
Som etim es they ck* not want to follow in their 
fath er’s footsteps in the m edical or legal profes­ 
sions or in the field of engineering or scientific 
research. 


But those who are sure of what they would 
like to do are happier and the p articu lar studies 
which they have selected are m ast i n te r e s t s 
to them . 


The fundam ental question is w hether college 
students today are satisfied with the routine to 
which they are bound. E ducational institutions 
in som e instances have varied their m ethods of 
teaching as com pared with those of yesteryear 
but frequently the curriculum , while presenting 
choices, still m eans a m onotonous period for 
m any students with alert m inds and restless 
dispositions. 


Too often, also, parentis dictate to their sons 
w hat they are to do when they graduate This is 
an arb itrary decision as a a ile and It is no) al­ 
ways based on w hether the student has an apti­ 
tude for the p articu lar career which his father 
m ay have possessed. 


THE SPECIA LISTS in the m easurem ent cf 
aptitudes find, tor instance, that a student w iii 
a fluency in E nglish, an objective personality 
and a creative im agination will enjoy salesm an­ 
ship and m ake good in such fields as m arketing 
and advertising. 


Young men who, am ong o*ber things, excel in 
m athem atics are deem ed excellent candidates 
for the m edical profession 
since a basic re ­ 
quirem ent is precision. 


T here are a num ber of research laboratories 
w'hirh specialize on tests for young people to de 
term ine just what aptitudes they have for dif 
ferent kinds of work 
TTtis Is som ething on 
which the colleges m ight well have concen­ 
trated in the past so that each individual could 
be analyzed carefully before m andatory courses 
of «tudy w ere assigned 


As for the draft, it will continue to hang over 
the heads of the youth of the nation 
M anv in 
college choose ti* volunteer as soon as the} 
graduate, so they can pick the kind of service 
they prefer and plan for graduate studies to be 
undertaken after they have finished in the rn iii 
tory field 


There is little doubt today that the vast m a­ 
jority of the college students are orderly and dc 
not approve of the practices of the trouble-m ak­ 
ing dissidents. 


But the real task for the educators is to studv 
m ore carefully the reasons tor the insecurity 
and unrest of the m em bers of the unhappy m i­ 
nority.
